Hard, bitter 
experiences in the old country devel­ 
oped in these people a high degree of 
frugality, which characteristic they 
passed to the succeeding generation, 
whose members were called upon to 
evaluate the proposed services of the 
“ iron horse” .

One of these old freighters. John 
Muer.nink, 79, prominent farm er of 
the New 
Fountain community and 
Hondo hank director, sized the situa­ 
tion up for TCNS this week, viz: 
‘‘Railroads could firing it cheaper 
and laster. 
\V * didn’t 
howl 
about 
them taking our business from us like 
they now howl about the trucks on 
the 
highway* taking business

them. 
We recognized the rails could 
haul cheaper

truck on smooth pavements can < a n y 
th** freight cheaper and faster than 
the di livery can be effected by the 
rails. 
T h a t’s progress!” 
Edward Tschirhart, 88, of Castro­ 
ville, 
told us he 
and hi< 
brother, 
Joseph, 93, had an 
investment

over $4,000 in four wagons, mules 
and harness, which, aftei the railroad 
was built, they were forced to sell 
for $ I .COO. 
Then he declared: 
“ But

along no one complained. 
The rail­ 
road was a sign of progress and we 
just figured We could turn our hands 
to something <*L*> than 
freighting. 
But now the railroads want it all. VV < 
are glad to see th** trucker get some 
of that business 
it was taken away 
from us.” 
“ FR E IG H T E R S 
D I D N ’T CRY” 
Henry Vonflie at < astroville, who 
celebrated his ninetieth birthday a n ­ 
niversary F e b ru a ry 7th, said he and 
his partner, the late August Santle- 
ben, operated a freight line of eight 
wagons, each with ten to fourteen 
mules. 
Following the advent of the 
iron horse they saw their business go 
from them to th** more modern car­ 
riers. 
In this connection he declar­ 
ed : 
* 
“ We just had to sell our mule, for 
what we could get for them, and our 
wagons rotted, out of use. They were 
too big for farm ing purposes. But no 
freighter c o m p o n e d then 
like the 
retired a do now about losing to the 
trucks.” 
Mr. and Mrs. August Schuehle of 
Hondo have an unique distinction of 
having had their 
romance 
coupled 
with freighting days. 
Her father, 
the late Rolf 
French*, 
with 
head­ 
quarters at his store in Quihi on the 
old Castroville, Quihi, New Fountain, 
D’Hanis 
road, 
operated 
freighting 
service from San Antonio to Eagle 
Pass and Del Rio. 
Hands were hard 
to get 
when he 
employed 
August 
Schut hie as a driver, and his daugh­ 
ter, Antje, a wisp of a girl took her 
place on the seat of one of the great 
prairie schooners and bandied 
her 
eight mule team with dexterity, ta k ­ 
ing her place directly behind the 
wagon driven by her father. 
Soon it was 
noticed 
that 
when 
Antje found the going difficult. Aug­ 
ust was at hand to help her out. And 
then there was that old Texas moon 
right on the jo b - but let’s get back 
o ff this detour and listen to what 
Mr. Schuehle said about the m atter 
of the rails taking away the business 
from the freighters in the eighties: 
“ We d id n ’t say anything when we 
realized the railroads would kill all 
freighting because there was nothing 
we could do about it. 
Now that the 
trucks are taking part of the railroad 
earnings they are making much com­ 
plaint. 
FROM RICHES TO RAGS 
“ But they are losing only a part of 
their business, while they wiped out 
all of the business of we freighters,” 
And Mrs, Schuehle adued: 
“ Father never said a word 
just 
hunted for something else.” 
And so it went with others who 
had operated as freighters until sup­ 
planted by ihe iron horse. 
The reducing of Castroville from 
riches to rags is revealed 
in 
some 
items appearing in 
the 
Galveston 
News in 1880 and 188 1 that show it 
was a prosperous 
cpmmunitv 
and 
trading center until Colonel Bierce, 
Major Converse, et a1, left it just “ an 
historic place with many points of in­ 
terest and a beautiful river”. 
Reprinted from the Quill on De­ 
cent 25 (Christmas Day), 1880, is a
